RUMORED ASSISSINATON or SEN. WADE. 


—The following circumstances narrated by 
he correspondent of the Cincinnati Ga- 
;ette probably set in motion the. rumor of 
be assassination of Sen. Wade which gain- 
id circulation through the " many tongues" 
which repeat an item of startling news :. 


A short, time ^after Mr. Wade delivered 


lis speech in the senate on the question of 
ecession, he received an abusive letter 
rom a man named Phelps, from Mississip- 
)i, concluding /with the remark that he. 
would shortly come to Washington and 
ihoot him. 


On New Years' morning a man called at 


,he lodgings of Mr. Edward Wade, a.men*! 
jer of the house, and a brother of the gen- 
eral, and enquired if his name was Wade 
and had made a speech lately in the senate. 
Mr. Wade remarked that he was, a brother 
of the senator, arid told the man where to 
find the Mr, Wads he was in pursuit of. 


Mr. Edward Wade, upon reflecting upon 


the matter, appearance and manner of the 
man, 
.had his suspicions excited, and he 


wrote' to some friends of his brother board- 
ing at the same house, putting them on 
their guard. About half-past three yester- 
day afternoon, a man called at Mrs. Hyatt's 
where the.senator boarda, and asked to see 
him.' The servant reported that he was at 
dinner, when the man remarked that he 
would call in an hour. The servant an- 
nounced the message to the senator at the 
table, and after dinner Mr. Edgerton of 
Ohio, who boards at the same house, called 
the servant privately aside, and told him if 
the man called not to show him to the sen- 
ator's roomj but take him to the parlor. 


The suspicious individual made his ap 


pearance punctually at half past four, and 
was shown to the parlor. He objected to 
going there at first, and insisted upon being 
shown to the senator's room, but yielded fi- 
nally, when Mr. Edgerton stepped into the 
hall and invited him in. He wanted to 
know whether he was Senator Wade. 
Mr. 


E. answered in the negative, and then ask- 
ed the man his name. This he declined to 
give, and persisted in his desire to see Mr. 
Wade immediately. Mr. E. said he could 
not see him unless he gave his name. The 
man asked why, and said he had heard, but 
did not believo people were so badly scared 
iu Washington. 
Mr. E. then asked where 


he lived, and the mau replied in Massachu- 
setts. He then .remarked that he. would 
not give his name, but attend to his busi- 
ness with the senator, at some other time. 
. Taken in connection with the repeated 
threats mado against Senator Wade, the re 
fusal of the man to give his name, and the 
fact that he asserted he came from Massa- 
chusetts, while his dialect and appearance 
proved him to be a southern man, the af- 
fair certainly looks suspicious.
